strong, and seemed to "feel” dependable. These perceptions 
consisted of: 


a. There were repeated perceptions of a mound or pile of a 
dry, powdery substance, white and/or grey in color, as in the 
previous session on this target. 


b. The mound of “powder” seems to be located within a 
structure (see sketches, pages 4, 17, and 18) which: 


1) Internally, is a large empty room (empty, except 
for the large pile of powdery material). On one corner of this 
room is a smaller section, going off to the side (see sketches, 
pages 15 & 18). 


2) Externally, is a very tall structure, appearing to 
be made of ribbed, or fluted metal. It is very plain. It 
appears to be a greenish color.
